They Assert That the Admiral’ 
Explanation Regarding the 
Interview Is Evasive 


WILL BE CHALLENGED 
AS MEMBER OF COURT 


Hackett Expresses Himself as Satis- 
fied with Howison’s Statement 
and Will Not Further Con- 
sider Matter—Schley’s 
Lawyers Talk. 


Washington, August 30.—(Special)—Rear 
Admiral Henry L. Howison is to remain 
@ member of the Schley court of inquiry, 
notwithstanding the alleged interview 
with him printed in The Boston Record. 

Tnough the navy department refused to 
comply with Rear Admiral Schley’s re- 
quest that Rear Admiral Howison should 
be asked whether the interview was cor- 
rect, that officer evidently thought that 
the publication of the interview made it 
incumbent upon him to write a letter of 
explanation to the navy department. He 
accordingly wrote an unofficial letter to 
Acting Secretary Hackett. 

In effect this letter denies The Boston 
Record interview, but does so by infer- 
ence rather than explicitly. Rear Ad- 
miral Howison admits that he has dis- 
cussed with acquaintances the ‘‘unfortu- 
Date disputes so widely commented on.” 
' As is indicated by Acting Secretary 
Hackett’s reply to Rear Admiral Howi- 
son, the navy department ig entirely sat- 
isfied with his course and considers him 
qualified to sit as a member of the court 
of inquiry. 

The correspondence was sent to ‘Ad- 
miral Schley, who discussed it with his 

; counsel. Later in the day the following 
, announcement was made: 

“Admiral Schley’s counsel is en- 
Mirely dissatisfied with the position 
of Admiral Howiscn, as disclosed in

. Rear Admiral Schley’s friends also crit- 
bfcise the navy department for having by 
_ indirection and by giving out private let- 
ters taking substantially the action re- 
garding the alleged interview which Rear 
Admiral Schley recently requested and 
which was then officially refused. This 
se the correspondence given out by the 
department today: 


Howison Explains Interview. 

*72 Ashburton Avenue, Yonkers, N. Y.. 
August 24, 1901.—Dear Sir: I have just 
returned téd my home after a short visit 
to Saratoga and Lake George. 

“Owing to my detail as a member of 
the court of inquiry, ordered to meet on 
September 12 next, I find that many news- 
papers are giving me credit for having 
served my country in the United States 
navy for nearly half a century with 
honor. 

“T see also that I am thought to be ob- 
jectionable as a member of this court of 
inquiry, it being stated that I publicly 
expressed opinions on the conduct of the 
battle of Santiago while serving as com- 
mandant at the Boston navy yard shortly 
after the result of that engagement was 
known. 

“T believe the service knows as I do, 
that I do not attempt to make public 
speeches, write for magazines or papers 
or make public utterances on the navy 
or other subjects. 

“It has been impossible for me to avoid 
the visits and questions of representa- 
tives of newspapers while serving at im- 
portant stations and at times when the 
navy has been so busily employed. 

“At Mare island, during my long service 
there, particularly during the great rail- 

oad strike, the papers contained many 

tatements said to have been ‘obtained in 
my office. Most, if not all, of these re- 
ports were harmless, readable articles on 
the operation of the several naval de- 
tachments serving for the preservation of 
law and order. 

He Compliments Reporters. 

“During my two years’ service at the 
Boston station there was seldom a day 
passed without my receiving visits from 
the representatives of the several Bos- 
ton papers, and during the Spanish- 
American war the navy yard there was 
seldom without newspaper reporters. 

“Tt found them to be polite and gentle- 
manly at all times, and whatever in- 
formation or news I could reasonably im- 
part I gave them. 

‘ft have often interpreted to a number 
of them the laws and regulations for 
the navy by attempting to answer their 
numerous questions relating to the du- 
ties and responsibilities of the several 
grades of officers throughout a fleet of 
vessels, from the commander-in-chief 
to the lowest rate among the crew. 

‘‘When the news of our navy’s success 
at Manila and again at Santiago reached 
Boston the people there were not behind 
the rest of the United States in giving 
honor and praise to the navy and to the 
commanders in chief of the fleets. 

“The enthusiasm of the population in 
praise and honor for the officers and men 
engaged at Santiago lasted for some time, 
until later. when the troubles commenced 
as to where the credit and honors should 
go for the success of this engagement. 

“Tt is no news to the navy to say that 
where all do their duties the first honors 
for success go to the officer In chief com- 
mand. Censure for failure also belongs 
to him. 

‘This newspaper cutting in question 
contains a statement in which it is said 
that I made a comparison between Schley 
and Sampson, unfavorable to Schley. 

‘The word ‘respected,’ as used by the 
reporter, is seldom or ever employed by 
navy men in comparing the qualities pos- 
sessed by officers, and I am sure I could 
never have said this as he reports, nor 
said that Schley had the reputation of 
being nervous and hot-headed in the na- 
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other be distinguished for eminent diplo- 
matic and social qualities, while all under 
discussion are of good standing and pro- 
sonagay in their necessary professional call- 
ng. 

Has Forgotten the Interview. 


“I have no recollection of the gentle- 
man representing The Boston Record, and 
I do not approve of his public statement 
as mine. 

“IT cannot say that I have not discussed 
with acquaintances matters published in 
the newspapers relating to our navy’s 
success, as well as the unfortunate dis- 
pute so widely commented on. 

“There are few or no persons in the 
navy, or in our country. who have not 
daily discussed these newspaper articles. 

“From the papers it appears that Ad- 
miral Schley has strong doubts as to 
my fitness to fairly judge this case with 
Admirals Dewey and Benham. 

“As it is a case of grave importance to 
those concerned and to the country, I am 
desirous of giving my little help to clear 
awav the troubles. 

“The duties of members of courts mar- 
tial and courts of inquiry are not sought 
or desired by officers. 

“While I feel highly honored by the 
department's selection of myself for this 
duty, it is anything but a pleasant task 
to sit in judgment on brother officers. 

*“‘However, the honor of the selection 
nor the unpleasantness of court duties do 
not enter into the reasons for my now 
writing to say to you, personally, three 
things, viz: 

“First. To reassure you that I am not 
responsible for and did not vive out such 
an interview as is alleged in the dis- 
patches from Boston and as stated in the 
newspapers to have been mentioned by 
Admiral Schiey in a recent letter to the 
department. 

“Second. If, however, the .department 
feele that the qause of the navy and of 
justice will be better served by relieving 
me from duty on the court, I am entirely 
ready to withdraw voluntarily, or to have 
the department relieve me upon its own 
initiative. 

“Third. If, on the other hand, the de- 
partment, knowing all the cipcumstances, 
desires that I should perform the duty, 
I am entirely ready to perform it, and 
can, upon my conscience and oath, do 
my duty as a member of the court ‘with- 
out partiality,’ as the law requires. Yours

Hackett Stands by Howison. 

Washington, August 26, 1901.—Rear 
Admiral: Your personal letter of the 
24th deserves an immediate reply. 

“You say substantially that there is no 
foundation for the statements attributed 
to you as having been set forth in an in- 
terview afterwards published in The Bos- 
ton Record, and lately made the subject 
of a communication from Rear Admiral 
Schley to the department. You evidently 
Rave read the correspondence between 
the admiral and the department as pub- 
lished last week in the newspapers. 

‘The department, iet me assure you, 
has no purpose of relieving you officially 
of this duty. It has implicit confidence in 
your sense of justice and fair-minded- 
ness. : 

“Should the counsel for Rear Admiral 
Schley proceed to offer to the court ob- 
jection to you it will be for the court 
itself to decide the question of your com- 
petency to sit as a member. 

‘Were your letter official, instead of 
being merely personal, I should refer it 
to the judge advocate of the court, to be 
laid before the court. I would like to 
know if you Rave any objection to my 
giving to the public your frank and man- 
ly letter, in the event that it shall seem 
desirable to do so? 

‘‘What you have said only confirms me 
in the belief that the department has 
been fortunate in selecting you as the 
third member of the court. 

“Kindly accept the assurance of my 
personal esteem and believe’ me yours 
truly, FRANK W. HACKETT, 

‘Rear Admiral L. Howison, VU. 8. N., 
Yonkers, N. Y.”’ 

Preparing the Government’s Case.

To Meet His Opponents on 
Stump at Anderson Sen- 
ator Charters Train. 


HIS SUDDEN ARRIVAL 
CAUSED MUCH SURPRISE 


In Joint Debate He Met Colonel 
Johnson and Explained His Po-. 
sition in Reference to Na- 
tional Questions—Debate 
on High Plane. 


Anderson, 8S. C., August 30.—(Special.)— 
The senatorial race scored another sur- 
prise here today. Senator McLaurin, by 
chartering a special train, reached here 
from New York at 2 o’clock. The meeting 
had already been held and the entire 
party had pitched into the junior senator, 
insinuating that he was afraid to meet 
them on the stump and defend his posi- 
tion. None knew of his coming except a 
few special friends and his sudden ap- 
pearance caused surprise to his oppo- 
nents. 

The meeting was half over and Colonel 
George Johnson, one of the brightest 
orators of the state, was pitted against 
McLaurin. : Johnson is a master of ora- 
tory and has been considered invincible. 
McLaurin, though laboring under great 
physical disadvantage, opened. the de- 
bate with an hour’s speech. He was fol- 
lowed by Johnson for one hour and a 
half and McLaurin had rejoined. The 
debate was pitched on a high plane, but 
was full of oratory, satire and ridicule. 
There was not a personal or offensive re- 
mark during the whole three hours. Mc- 
Laurin’s vote on the treaty expansion, 
ship subsidy and control of federal pat- 
ronage were all discussed. 


TROUBLE CHARGED TO FRIABRS. 


Revolutionary Leader Discusses the 
Rebellion in Colombia. 


New York, August 30.—Since the Span- 
ish-American war the United States of 
Colombia has been invaded by fully 5,000 
priests and friars who have gone to that 
country after being chased out of the 
Philippines. When the. revolutionary 
party in the United States of Colombia 
is successful, as they surely will be with- 
in the next month, these clericals will be 
expelled, said Raoul Perez. who is the 
diplomatic secretary of the Colombia rev- 
olutionary party in the United States at 
his headquarters in this city tonight. 

“Phe revolutionary party has 35,000 men 
in the field,’’ he continued. They are 


‘fully equipped with meédern rifles and 


have plenty of ammunition and all kinds 
of provisions. The opposition have about 
20,000 men—that is the governmental par- 
ty. 

‘The trouble commenced fifteen years 
ago, when President Nunez made himeelf 
dictator. He was thrown into prison 
and afterwards died from poison. Pres- 
ident Sancien, who succeeded him, also 
assumed dictatorship, and was crowded 
into the background by Vice President 
Miroquin. The latter is still in control. 

‘He was amenable to reason and the 
trouble would have ended had it not been 
for the influx of the Spanish oriests from 
the Philippine islands. When we gain 
control we will expel this disturbing cler- 
ical element. We will then inaugurate 
a democratic government based on the 
same system as that of the United States 
of America.’”’ 


NEGRO-HUNT IS ON IN TEXAS. 


Caused’ as Usual by an Assault on 
White Woman. 

Dallas, Tex., August 30.—Collin county. 
particularly McKinney, the county seat, 
30 miles north of Dallas, is in a furore 
of excitement, conducting a man-hunt, 
with the intention of Iynching the fugi- 
tive. About 11 o’clock last night a negro 
entered the home of Mrs. Shackleford, a 
white woman, within two squares of the 
sheriff's office. and attempted to crimi- 
nally assault her. She awoke and 
screamed as the negro approached, and 
the negro escaped in the confusion. 

All negroes have been given notice to 
leave the town, and there is said to be 
a panic among them. A serious race con- 
flict is feared, A committee of McKin- 
ney men have been sent to Dallas to 
search for the criminal, with the inten- 
tion, if he is found, of spiriting him back 
to McKinney for punishment. 

Mrs. Shackleford is prostrated from 


fright and shock. She is lacerated and 
bruised about ‘the head and arms as a 


result of the struggle. 
FOUR PERISHED IN A_ FIRE. 


Seven Others Seriously Injured in 
Brooklyn Tenement. 


New York, August 30.—Four persons 
were killed and seven seriously injured in 
a tenement fire in Brooklyn tonight. 

The dead: 

MRS. ROSIE ROTHGISER, 37 years of 
age, jumped from fourth story window. 

ANNIE BECK, 10 years. 

TILLI EBECK, 5 years. 

FRANK BUDD, infant. 

The explosion of a kerosene oil stove 
started the fire. Nets were spread _ to 
catch those who jumped from the win- 
dows. Mrs. Rothgiser issed the net, 
struck on the sidewalk and was instantly 


killed. 
ROOSEVELT IS IN THE WEST.

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IN STEEL STRIKE 


President Burns Still Working 
To Secure Arbitration, 


ATTACK MADE ON SHAFFER 


Organ of Union Labor Denounces 
Him in Scathing Jerms for Or- 
dering the edhe — De- 
mand Is Madé for His 
Impeachment. 


Pittsburg, August 30.—While there is 
no actual change in the strike situation, 
much transpired today calculated to soon 
produce results. The conference be- 
tween the Bay View committee and the 
Amalgamated officials, the continued ef- 
forts of President Burns, of the Window 
Glass Workers’ Assotiation, to bring 
about arbitration or conciliation, the 
scathing 
calling for the impeachment of President 
Shaffer; the march of the strikers from 
McKeesport to Duquesne, and the decid- 
ed effect of the injunction proceedjngs 
at Canal Dover, Ohio, all indicate that the 


crisis is approaching. 

The details of the conference of the 
Bay View committee and the Amalgamat- 
ed officials have not yet been divulged 
by either party, but the fact that the com- 
mittee is here at all would indicate that 
the Bay View strikers ake uneasy. The 
general belief is that the main object of 
committee’s visit was for the purpose of 
arranging some compromise by which the 
Bay View plant may resume, though this 
is denied. 

Simon Burns said tonight: 

“T am interested in this matter, as the 
big strike is affecting all lines of business 
including the wndow glass trade. My 
purpose is to get the two sides together 
and start the mills. If President Schwab 
is still opposed to my plan of arbttration, 
I will request him to suggest whatever 
modifications he destres. Anything will 
be accentable if the United States Steel 
Corporation can be induced to arbitrate 
and get the mills started.” 

Bitter Attack on Shaffer. 

The éditorial in the current issue of 
The Labor World, the,organ of the Inter- 
national Tin Workers’ Protective Associa- 
tion and the mouth .of the Pittsburg 
district of the Mine Workers’ Union apd 
the Pattern Makers’ Aggociation, is a lohg 
and bitter attack on President Shaffer, 
end demands his impeachment for calling 
the present strike. The demand for the 
impeachment is made because it is 
charged President Shaffer compelled the 
steel workers to violate contracts: be- 
cause he expelled the Chicago men and 
revoked their charter without constitu- 
tional hearing, and because the whole 
strike is unconstitutional and has brought 
ruin and wreck to men who have made 


nthe 


the Amalgamated association. The edi- 
torial gives twenty-four reasons why 
President Shaffer shou!d be impeached. 

The editorial is entitled ‘Sacrifice 
Shaffer. Save the Amalgamated.’ The 
World editorial, which is a long one, 
follows in part: 

“Is the Amalgamation association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers to be sent to 
a slaughter in a lost fight and sacrificed 
on the altar of the mad and selfish ambi- 
tion of this creature, Shaffer? This is no 
time for sentiment. It is a time for facts 
and plain speaking. The fight against 
the steel trust is lost, but no order comes 
from Amalgamated headquarters where 
Shaffer cowers to spare the brave men at 
the front! Leaders of organized labor. 
forbid it in the name of the cause you 
hold dear, but which is menaced as long 
as Shafferism is allowed to live! Forbid 
it in the name of labor's honor and hon- 
esty which Shaffer's act has impugned.” 

Then follows an intimation of an accu- 
satiin of stock dealing that Mr. Shaffer 
has repeatedly denied. The editorial 
continues: 

“impeach him for plunging the Amal- 
gamated into a strike that was unwar- 
ranted. 

“Impeach him for calling out the men 
last montk without giving the sub-lodges 
a chance to vote on the question of a 
strike. 


“Impeach him for making de- 
mands that were so arbitrary ard 
imperative that the trust could not 
with honor submit. 


“Impeach him for calling a strike on de- 
mands that he afterwards receded from. 

“Imreach him for calling out the tin 
Plate men in July and the national] steel 
and federal] steel men this month after 
their scales had been signed, 

“Impeach him for violating the Amalga- 
mated constitution in revoking the char- 
ters of the south Chicago men without a 
trial. 

‘Impeach him for the blow he has 
given to organized labo, not only 
in teaching that union agreements 
are not contracts to be respected, but 
also in showing that constitutional 
safeguards are no guarantee to a un- 
ionist when a Shaffer is at the head 
of things. 

“Impeach him for causing the manv- 
facturers to say that labor unions must 
be incorporated; that their pledged word 
is of no value 

“Impeach him for issuing his second 
strike call without consulting any one 
when he was framing it. 

‘Impeach Shaffer for making this his 
strike. He was going to get all the glory 

and the Amalgamated was zoing to get 
all the scars. On his own responsibility 
he sigr.ed that New York agreement, and 
when he repudiated it the odium was in- 
curred by the organization. Only Shaffer's 
tame was signed to the second strike 
call. 

“Impeach him for going int othis 
strike without funds or the prospect 
of funds to support ‘t. Strike ben- 
efits begin next week, and he kas 
not enough money to last three 
weeks if every striker gets his due. 

“Impeach him for not accepting the 
Hotel Lincoln proposition of the trust 
which gave him four more sheet plants 
than the Amalgamated had last year, 

“Impeach him for his crazy advice to 
the workingmen of the country to draw 
money out of the savings banks, 

“Impeach him for So tgen the Federa- 
tion Tube Workers to strike and then 


leaving them up in the air. 
‘“Impeach him for having no other 
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Gus Kissel Died Because His 
Love Was Unre- 
quited. 


A LINE LEFT BY SUICIDE 
TO HIS AGED FATHER 


When Death Overtook Him Young 
Kissel Was Still Scribbling on 
the Envelope Which Con- 
tained the Letter to 
His Sweetheart. 


Death that lurked in the potson at last 
triumphed yesterday morning, and Guss 
Kissel died at the Grady hospital shortly 
after 9 o'clock, despite the many hours 
of heroic work the physicians had done 
to counteract the effects of the deadly bi- 
chiortde of mercury. 

At first no reason could be given why 
the young man had gone to Lakewood 
and while out in a boat alone swallowed 
a vial of poison, but now it is known 
that there was a story of romance behind 
it all, an affair of the heart, and while 
the suicide sat in the boat passing to un- 
consciousness and to oblivion, he was fast 
scribbling upon the back of a letter that 
he had previously written to the young 
girl for whom he was leaving life just as 
it should have been bright to one of his 
age. Not satisfied with what he had 
carefully penned before he entered the 
beat, he kept writing with a pencil until 
the last words ended with a scribble that 
was illegible. He died in the very act of 
trying to speak through that bit of paper 
and pencil to the woman the love of 
whom had burned out his life. 

In that supreme moment. when he knew 
that earth was rassine away and the 
dread eternity was fast approaching. he 
wrote a line to his old father, and he 
called him ‘“dad,"’ the very appellation 
making the brief farewell truly pathetic. 

A Good-by to His Sweetheart. 

The letter he wrote to the woman may 
at a first glance seem disconnected and 
foolish, but when it is remembered that 
it came from a man in the shadow of 
death and was a soul's farewell to the 
cause of the terrible act of self-destruc- 
tion, it cannot be regarded othérwise 
than a composition of deep pathos and 
will be read with curiosity not unmixed 
with awe. 

The fetter, which was found on him in 
the boat. addressed to the young lady, 
and @ copy of which was furnished The 
Constitution, was as follows: 

“Atlanta, August 28, 1901. 

“Dear Precious Darling: Forgive me. 
sweetheart. for the crime I am about to 
commit. Oh, my God, darling. how I de 
love you. Ever since I first met you my 
heart has been yours. I love you more 
than I do my own miserable life. Day 
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TAPS ARE SOUNDED 
FOR GEN. LUDLOW 
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New York, August 30.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral William Ludlow, United States army, 
died at Convent, N. J., of consumption 
today at the house of Mr. Griscom. His 
illness was first noticed on his arrival 
in the Philippines in May last. He was 
at once sent home in the hope that the 
American climate would resore him, and 
went at once to Convent. 


General Ludlow was one of the best 
known officers in the army. He entered 
the military academy from New York in 
1860 and, graduating before the close of 
the civil war, entered fhe corps of en- 
gineers. He rendered conspicuous services 
in the south, for which he was brevetted 
lieutenant colonel. Many important works 
of coast defense and river and harbor 
improvements have been under his charge 
and he was a member of the Nicaragua 
canal commission which made a report 
upon that project just before the present 
commission was appointed. In May, 1898, 
he was made a brigadier general of vol- 
unteers and took an important part in 
the operations around Santiago. Subse- 
quently he became military governor of 
Havana and he was 2 a brigadier 
in the regular army last January. Soon 
after his appointment he went to the 
Philipnines, but a short service there de- 
veloped tuberculosis and he was invalided 
home. His friends have known for some 
time that his death was a question of 
time. 


SEVENTEEN REPORTED KILLED. 


Rumor of a Disastrous Wreck on the 
Great Northern. 


Spokane, Wash., August 30.—It is re- 
ported here that a disastrous wreck oo 
curred tonight on the Great Northern, 40 
miles east of Kalispell, Mont.

Reports Show That the Seven 
Surplus States Have Been 
Especially Hard Hit 


SHORTAGE VERY CLOSE 
TQ A BILLION BUSHELS 


In Round Figures Reports Place the 
Deficit at 675,000,000 Bush- 
els—Farmers Ate in Good 
Shape To Stand the 
Shortage. 


New York, August 30.—Bradstreet’s ta 
morrow will say: 

Late advices as to the probable corn 
crop yield and as to the resulting effect 
vpon the general business of the country 
have made for a rather saner view of the 
subject than could have been taken some 
six weeks or two months ago. With the 
idea of getting a clearer view of the ac- 
tual situation in the closing week of Au- 
gust, Bradstreet’s sent inquiries to all its 
officers and correspondents, not only in 
the surplus corn growing states, but in 
the leading middle and southern states 
as well, 

A consolidation of the replies from the 
seven surplus states of lowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Illinois, Missouri, Indiana and 
Ohio, percentages of increase or decrease 
by states being based upon the reported 
yields as indicated by the department of 
agriculture, point to a reduction in the 
yield of those states of not far from 65).- 
000,000 ‘bushels from a year ago. Smaller 
decreases are likewise indicated in the 
smaller corn producing states like Texas, 
Tennessee and Kentucky sufficient to 
swell the shortage by perhaps 25,000,000 
trushels. 

About 675,000,000 Bushels Shy. 

Against this is to be noted larger prod- 
vcts reported in such states as New York, 
Maryland, Virginia and South Dakota, 
which, while not sufficient to offset these 
decreases, still limit the falling off so that 
a shortage of not to exceed 675,000,000 
busheis in the country’s total crop fs to 
be locked for. A yield not less than 
1 400,000,000 bushels is indicated for 1901, a 
drop of about ‘0 per cent from a year 
ago. 

Replies to the question of farm prices 
bring out the fact that present prices per 
bushel are fully 40 per cent higher than 
a year ago. The farm price for the en- 
tire United States a year ago, as reported 
by the department of agriculture, was in 
the neighborhood of 3% cents, and a # 
per cent increase in price would point to 
at least 51 cents per bushel being realized 
this year. which, applied to a total yield 
of 1,400,000,000 bushels, would net a total 
return of about §$715,000,000 this year, 
against $751,000,000 a year ago, a decrease 
of only $36,000,000, or less than 5 per cent. 
ae Effect of Shortage. 

Special interest, of course, attaches to 
the answers as to the probable effect upon 
general business the coming season of the 
shortage in corn, and it is in a high de- 
gree encouraging learn that Brad- 
street's agents the country over in the 
majority of instances |jook for little that 
is hurtful to flow from the corn shortage 
this year. The fact seems to be that the 
agricultural interests are in pretty good 
shape at present. The wheat yield gen- 
erally has been good, in some districts 
very large and the prices received have 
been very good. Those sections sending 
the poorest corn erop reports, in fact, 
send the best advices as to wheat yield 
and returns.

City Court of Carrcllton To Take Up 
‘“‘Gallon-House’”’ Cases.

The boy 
says he left Atlanta about three weeks 
ago and went to Dublin to visit his broth- 
er in law, and had been with him ever 
since until last Tuesday morning, when 
he left Dublin to return to Atlanta. An

At a late hour this afternoon Attorney 
Brasch received another telegram from 
Attorney Cooper which said to send a 
bond immediately to Justice White, at 
Saugerties, for approval. 

This is construed by Attorney Brasch 
to mean that Justice White will grant 
the writ of error. The bond is to secure 
the costs of appealing the case to the 
supreme court of the United States and 
having it heard there. If the bond is ap- 
proved by Justice White, he will forward 
it to the clerk of the supreme court at 
Washington for record, and he will, in 
turn, notify the clerk of the supreme 
court of Georgia, who will inform Gov- 
ernor Candler, and the governor will then 
respite Minder until the United States su- 
preme court can pass on the case.

PORTRAIT OF TRAMMELL IS 
PRESENTED TO THE STATE 


Through State Librarian James E. 
Brown, Mrs. Mary Trammell Scott yes- 
terday presented to the state a large bust 
portrait of the late Colonel L. N. Tram- 
mell. The portrait will be hung in some 
appropriate place in. the capitol. 

This is the first portratt of any distin- 
guished Georgian that has been present- 
ed the state under the resolution of the 
general assembly, passed in 1897. This 
resolution made a request upon United 
States senators, congressmen, governors, 
presidents of the senate and speakers of 
the house, or if they were dead, upon 
their families, for portraits of them to be 
hung in the capitol. It provided that the 
state librarian should receive such por- 
traits and see that they are properly 
placed. 

Early in 1898, shortly after the passage 
of the resolution, Mr, Brown sent out 
circulars to the public men designated or 
to the families of those who are dead, 
calling attention to this resolution and 
requesting, if possible, a portrait for the 
capitol. Yesterday Mr. Brown received 
the first response to these letters, and the 
following letter from Mrs. Scott accom- 
panied the portrait of Colonel Trammell: 

“August 27, 1901.—Hon. James E. Brown, 
State Librarian, Capitol Building, City.— 
My Dear Sir: Among my father’s papers 
we found a communication from you car- 
rying out an order of the legislature as 
I understand it, requesting portraits of 
some of Georgia’s sons for its state capi- 
tol, with a request that a portrait of our 
beloved father, the late L. N. Trammell, 
be furnished for the state library. 

“Appreciating the honor thus conferred 
upon him, and feeling that he was worthy 
of this honor since. he gave his best tal- 
ents to the state as one of its most faith- 
ful sons, his family have lovingly com- 
plied with this request. ' 

‘This painting we consider a most ex- 
cellent likeness of him and we beg that 
you will accept it in,the name of the 
state from his children. May it be given 
space on the walls of the library, where 
it will bear loving testimony to the sin- 
cere love and loyalty which he ever cher- 
ished for his native state. In grateful ap-

Colonel Trammell, as ts we]! Known, waa, 


chairman of the state fatiroad commi¥sion 
at the time of his death, about a year 
ago. He was ever one of the most ear- 
nest and consistent Georgia democrats, 
and his work as the leader of the minor- 
ity in the constitutional convention of 
1868 is memorable and lasting. He’ was 
president of the state senate in 1870, and 
following that severa] years later he held 
the same office for another term. His ser- 
vices to the state will cause him ever to 
be held in grateful remembrance.

For the purpose of acting upon the call 
of Mr. Nisbet the presbytery of Atlanta 
met in special session at the Central 
Presbyterian church yesterday at noon 
and the call being found in order, it was 
formally placed in the hands of Mr.

Leaders in Alabama Have De.

IMPORTANT ACTION TAKEN. 


Amendment to Suffrage Article 
Adopted Yesterday—Realty and 
Personal Property Can Be 
Adied to Make the 
Qualification. 


~ 


Montgomery, Ala., August 30.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention is making 
rapid progress toward adjournment. 
While delegates insist on offering amend- 
ments, the convention steadily votes 
them down. One that is material was 
adopted today—the article on impeach- 
ments being made necessary by quadren- 
nial sessions of the legislature. It pro- 
vides that the legislature may be called 
in special session as a court of impeach- 
ment on petition of a’ majority of its 
members. Its power of impeachment is 
limited to the supreme judges and state 
officers. 

General Sanford sought in vain to strike 
from the article on municipal corpora- 
tions a provision that allows Montgom- 
ery to levy special taxes for other pur- 
poses than paying interest on debts ex- 
is.ing in 1857. He contended that it was, 
in effect, an increase of taxes and a vio- 
lation of party pledges. All the other 
Montgomery members voted for the in- 
crease. 

Governor Oates offered an amendment 
providing for a separate vote on the 
grandfather clause. If a majority of 
those voting at the election on ratifica- 
tion vote for it, then it is to be a part 
of the constitution; otherwise it is to be 
dropped out. It went to the committee 
on rules and the ex-governor will in- 
sist on a report and a vote. The party 
leaders have definitely decided to make 
ratification a party issue. 

Reports from all sources indicate that 
the new constitution is growing in fa- 
vor in the white counties, while much 
opposition is developing in the black belt. 

An amendment to the suffrage article 
was put on this afternoon that was op- 
posed by only 29 votes, nearly all from | 
this section. The property qualification 
required that a voter must have 40 acres 
of land or land taxed at $300 or personal 
property taxed at $00. The amendment 
made it so that the values of the realty 
and personal property can be added to- 
gether to make the necessary $300 in 
values. The ground of opposition from 
the black belt was that the clause, as it 
stood, let in too many negroes, but the 
change greatly strengthens the constitu- 
tion in the white counties. 


NEGROES PUT IN BACKGROUND. 


Did Not Have Much To Do at the 
Cor: mittee Meeting. 

_ Jackson, Miss., August 30.—(Specia).)— 
The white tan was the dominant element 
in the meeting of the repwhblican state 
executive committee which adjourned 
here last night after a short session. 
Throughout the proceedings the determi- 
nation to oust the negro from actiVe par- 
ticipation in party affairs was made man- 
ifest, and, strange to say, it met with 
almost no opposition whatever. The col- 
pred member was accorded equal rights 
and privileges on the floor, but in the 
committee work he was an inconsequen- 
tid] factor and did not attempt to dictate 
or assume an active part in the delibera- 
tions. Only on one occasion was there 
any discord. A Meridian negro made a 
redhot speech in opposition to the plan 
of settling contests before the state cen- 
tral committee when the referees fail to 
agree, but his efforts to stir up strife fell 
flat, and when he took his seat the meet- 
ing pursued the even tenor of its way, cn- 
larged the state central committee to thir- 
teen members, one from each congres- 
sional district and six from the state at 
large, adopted a resolution indorsing the 
McKinley administration and the Ohio re- 
publican platform and then adjourned. 

No official notice has yet been given, 
but Chairman Collins states that he will 
call the state central committee together 
within the next few days for the pur- 
pose of perfecting organization and pass- 
ing on such contests as may be brought 
before the body by Messrs. Turley, Hill 
and Collins, the three referees. 

The consensus of opinion among the lead- 
ing republicans is that there will be very 
few, if any, changes in the principal of- 
fices within the gift of the party, espe- 
cially those under the judiciary and in- 
terior departments. There are no con- 
tests worthy of note for any of these 
places, and the state central committee 
will deal chiefly with the postoffice con- 
tests. 

The Vicksburg and Jackson postoffices 
continue to be the center of interest. The 
geventh district congressional committee 
met immediately after the state executive 
committee adjaurned and by a wnani- 
mous vote indorsed the candidacy of Hon. 
R. O. Edwards for the Jackson postoffice. 
Similar action was taken by the Hinds 
county executive committee. This gives 
to Mr. Edwards the support of the regular 
party organization, but the other aspi- 
rants are very active in securing outside 
Influences. The Vicksburg postoffice fight is 
@illin statu quo, and asitisasubject on 
which the referees are not likely to agree, 
the state central committee will be called 
upon to settle it,

The governor's 
new step in declaring he will offer $200 
reward for each lyncher has caused quite 
a stir in Anson among the lynchers and 
their sympathizers. Today a delegation 
came here to see him and urge that 
there be no reward offered. The governor 
says it is only a question of time when 
there will be convictions of the lynchers. 
He says some of them will reveal the 
connection of others with lynchings. He 
states that a lawyer in a certain county 
in the state was given a full confession 
by a lyncher with the names of all the 
lynchers and that the lawyer now has 
this in his safe. 


WHERE IS THOMAS ROGERS? 


Deputy Sheriff Tells His Story, but 
Some People Doubt It. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 30.—(Special,)— 
Sensation follows sensation in the Gran- 
ville county case in which Thomas Rog- 
ers, merchant, was ordered placed in jail 
without bail privileges for the capital 
crime of assaulting 15-year-old Myrtie 
Harris at Wilton. It will be remembered 
that she swore he assaulted her while 
they were riding. Five magistrates heafd 
the case, and all agreed that Rogers must 
be held on the capital charge. His de- 
fense was that the girl consented; in fact, 
solicited him. He was put in charge of 
a deputy sheriff named Blackley, his de- 
voted friend, to be taken to Oxford.

Not a word 
has been heard as to Rogers’ whereabouts 
up to midnight iast night.

murder in the second degree, and sen- 
tenced the defendants to ten years in the 
penitentiary. This makes three convic- 
tions in these cases, George Howard hav- 
ing been sentenced to life imprisonment 
a few days ago. 

The case of John Thomas, the white 
man with whom Robert White and his 
brother, Winston, had the difficulty which 
resulted in the lynching of Robert, is now 
on trial, 

A strenuous effort for a continuance 
was made by the defendants, the main 
contention being the absence of witnesses, 
two of whom are alleged tochave ieft the 
country under indictments charging them 
with complicity in the lynching. Judge 
Denson decided that the case will be 
heard at once. Every step is being bitter- 
ly contested, and the trial may consume 


several days, 


TO FIGHT FOR THE BOUNDARY. 


Mississippi Does Not Want To Lose 
Fine Oyster Beds. 

Jackson, Miss., August 30.—(Special.)— 
It is very likely that the January ses- 
sion of the legislature will be called upon 
to pass a bill authorizing Governor Lon- 
gino to retain legal counsel to defend the 
suit entered by the Louisiana boundary 
commissioners in the United States su- 
preme court to settle the dispute which 
has been in progress for several months 
over the gulf coast boundary and on 
which the joint commission from the twe 
states failed to agree. 

The Louisiana commission has announc- 
ed its intention to enter the suit, and 
Mississippi is, of necessity, compelled to 
accept the issue or else forfeit her claims 
to several hundred thousand acres of the 
finest oyster beds in the world, which 
she is not likely to do, in view of the 
decided impetus that has been given the 
oyster fishery business on the gulf coast 
in recent years. 

No provisions are made in the laws of 
Mississippi, however, to defray the ex- 
penses of the attorney general while rep- 
resenting the state before the United 
States supreme court, and in the past it 
has been customary for the legislature to 
employ special counsel for this purpose 
and make an appropriation to cover the 
fees in the case. In this manner some 
of the state’s best legal counsel has beer 
Sent to Washington to fight cases in 
which the commonwealth Wwas a party at 
issue, and a considerable sum of money 
has been paid out through this channel

STORM DAMAGES COTTON OROP. 


Central and Southern Texas Swept 
by the Wind and Rain. 
Austin, Tex., August 30.—(Special.)—All 
central and south Texas was swept today 
by a terrific wind, and rain storm which, 
from reports reaching the cbtton ex- 
change here up to tonight, have done im- 
measurable damage to the cotton crop. 
The storm swept over this section shortly 
after the noon hour, and where the cot- 
ton was open in the field it was blown 
off the stalk. The high wind prevailed 
for thirty minutes, followed by a driving 
rain storm, which completed the dam- 
age. It is estimated that the crop has 
been seriously damaged, though reports

EXTRA SESSION MAY BE CALLED 


Texas Legislature Cannot Finish 
Business Now Before It. 

Austin, Tex., August 30.—(Special.)— 
The house and senate today appointed 
the free conference on the congressional 
redistricting bills and said committee will 
begin work tomorrow. 

The present session expires by lmita- 
tion on next Wednesday, and as there is 
no possible chance of passing the general 
appropriation bill for the next two years, 
or passing either the judicial or represen- 
tative redistricting bills, the governor 
will, in all likelihood, order another call- 
ed session, though he has not as yet made 
public his intentions thereon. 

The senate this morning passed finally 
the house resolution apppointing the gov- 
ernor, attorney general and comptroller 
as a committee to adjust matters with 
the First national bank of this city. The 
purpose of such action is to secure the 
state’s consent, as a depositor in the 
bank, to the transfer of the defunct bank 
from federal receivership hands to pri- 
vate individuals, who will assume the 
payment of all depositors in full, with a 
view of opening up the bank permanently 
for future business. With the passage of 
this resolution it is now anticipated that 
it will only be a matter of a week or ten 
days when the bank will open again.

It is rich in almost every 
mineral used in the arts—iron, copper, 
zinc, lead, marble, etc. It has phosphates 
to enrich its soils, coal and water powers 
to drive its machinery. It is the coming 
focus of the world’s commerce and the 
center of its industry.

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and, what is better, the south can feed 
them all from its fertile fields. 

“The south is a vast region and has 
more varied soil, climatic conditions and 
the capacity for the growth of more crops 
than any other like area in the world. 
Its flora is remarkable in variety, value 
and quantity. Estimating the fruits, 
vegetables, grasses, berries, cereal crops, 
textile plants and other vegetable produc- 
tions of economic value, there are not 
fewer than'125 products of the soil that 
are grown and that may be grown with 
profitable results. Indeed, it may be said 
of the southern states that if all the va- 
rieties of vegetable products grown on 
the earth were destroyed except those 
that may be brought to maturity in the 
southern states, mankind would scarcely 
miss them.”’ 

Concerning special crops, Colonel Kille- 
brew says: 

“During the year 1900 the United States 
produced on 42,495,385 acres 522,229,505 
bushels of wheat. This was on about 
66,400 square miles, or less than one- 
twelfth of the area of the southern states. 
The uplands in nearly every portion of 
the south can be made to produce this 
great cereal crop profitably. There are 
millions of acres of such land now awalt- 
ing the labors of the intelligent husband- 
man, and the time is not far distant when 
the central states of the south, as well as 
Texas, will be considered among the best 
wheat-growing sections of the unfon. It 
is believed by the best practical agricul- 
tural thinkers and writers that within 
twenty years the south will he producing, 
if prices justify, more than 500,000,000 
bushels of wheat on 25,000,000 acres, less 
than one-twentieth of the superficial area 
of the south. 

“The corn crop for 190 was grown On 
83,320,872 acres, and aggregated 2,105,102,518 
bushels. This was an average yield of 
25.3 bushels per acre. It is not extrava- 
gant to say that the states of Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Georgia could easily grow as 
much corn as is now produced in the 
United States without restricting the area 
given to cotton and tobacco. 

“But, allowing that the quantity of 
standard crops of grain in the whole 
country could not be duplicated in the 
south, there are crops peculiar to that 
section which, added to the other crops, 
could easily be made to equal in money 
value all the grain crons now made in 
the United States, as well as other crops. 
The cotton crop of 1900, including seed, 
was valued at $535,000,000. This could be 
increased many fold; so could the sugar 
and rice crops. Indeed, with anything 
like intensive farming, the present cotton 
crop could be easily grown in the state 
of Texas. which now produces one-fourth 
the crop. 

“The tobacco crop of the United States 
will average nearly 500,000,000 pounds. This 
crop could be duplicated many times upon 
one-tenth of the unimproved lands of the 
south. 

“The rice crop at present grown in the 
south is 136,990,720 pounds, estimated to be 
worth $10,000,000. This is one of the grow- 
ing agricultural industfies of the south. 

“The estifnated value of all farm prod- 
ucts of the United States for 1900 was 
$3,000,000,000. Should the demand ever 
come, the south could sell at present 
prices cotton enough to reach this sum. 
Take the value of the products of the 
south to be $1,220,500,000, as estimated, and 
it will approximate the value of nearly 
one-half of all the agricultural products 
of the United States. There is only 20 per 
cent of the lands of the south improved. 
Concede that only 50 per cent is suscep- 
tible of being improved, then the south 
could easily produce more than $3,000,000,- 
000 of agricultural products on 50 per cent 
of its territory without employing any 
improved methods of cultivation or fertil- 
ization and employing ignorant labor.”

Day—Fireworks at Night. 
Birmingham, Ala., August 30.—(Special.) 
Labor day will be celebrated in Birming- 
ham on Monday next on quite an exten- 
sive scale. The committee having the cel- 
ebration in charge have ordered a lot of 


fireworks for the event, but it developed 
last night that the fireworks had been 
burned prematurely, having been destroy- 
ed in the fire which gutted the Louisville 
and Nashville freight depot in this city 
last Saturday night. The second supply 
was promptly telegraphed for. A mixed 
trades and membership parade will be 
given at noon and in the afternoon there 
will be horse races and athletic sports at 
the fair grounds, with fire works at night.

Burning at Stake Decided on for Miss 
Henderson’s Slayer. 


BROTHER TO APPLY MATCH 


But While the Punishment Has Been 
Fixed, the Pursuers Have Not 
Yet Caught the Criminal. 

All Negro  Settle- 
ments Searched. 


Kansas City, August 30.—Will Francis, 
the negro who assaulted and murdered 
Miss Mary Henderson at the home of 
her brother in law, Chap Hyatt, near 
Columbus, Mo., Tuesday afternoon, is 
still at large and his pursuers reluctant- 
ly admit that he has eluded them and 
probably left the country. Every clew 
has been traced to an unsuccessful con- 
clusion and interest in the chase is now 
at a low ebb. 

Tonight word was received at Holden 
that a negro who answers the description 
of Francis was seen at the Sankey school 
house, a deserted place 2 miles south 
of Holden. It is reported the negro has 
been staying in the deserted school house 
and had asked for food at the home of 
Harlan Smith, a farmer near there. A 
posse from Holden has started for the 
Sankey school house. 

Armed men and blood hounds again 
this morning took up the search, 40 
miles south of Kansas City, for the mur- 
derer. Notwithstanding the failure of 
the mob yesterday, after they had ap- 
parently had him in the toils, the man 
hunt that has been kept up in two coun- 
ties for the past forty-eight hours was re- 
sumed today with renewed vigor and will 
be continued until the negro is: finally 
run down.

ENTIRE FAMILY WIPED OUT 


Details of the Steamboat Horror at 
Philadelphia Grow More Ap- 
palling—Ten of the Injured 
in Serious Condition 
and May Die. 


Philadelphia, August 30.—It is now rea- 
sonably certain that at least 28 persons 
perished as a result of the explosion of 
one of the boilers of the steamer City of 
Trenton on the Delaware river above 
this city on Wednesday afternoon. This 
conclusion is reached by the police au- 
thorities through the fact that 17 persons 
who are reported by their relatives or 
friends to have been on the steamer have 
not yet been found. These missing per- 
sons, with 11 bodies already recovered, 
make a total of 28. Ten persons are still 
in a serious condition as a result of the 
disaster, of whom 4 are in a critical con- 
dition and may die. 

Another body was recovered from the 
Delaware river by the police this morn- 
ing. It is supposed to be that of Harry 
Johnson, 36 years of age, a grocer of 
Hulmville, Pa., who was on his way home 
from Philadelphia. He leaves a widow 
and five children. This makes the tenth 
body recovered, of which eight have been 
identified. Two bodies, those of a woman 
and a small girl, are unidentified. They 
are so badly charred and decomposed 
that they will likely never be identified 
positively. 

A statement was made today by Mrs. B. 
Grant Clappham, who was a passenger 
on the City of Trenton with her two 
daughters, Edna, aged 7, and Amanda, 
aged 6, establishes beyond reasonable 
doubt the fate of Mrs. William H. Keene, 
who had been reported among the miss- 
ing. Mrs. Clappham was in the cabin of 
the steam boat when the explosion oc- 
curred. She was severely hurt and scald- 
ed by escaping steam and became sepa- 
rated from her children. While making 
a frantic search for her little ones, Mrs. 
Clappham says she was accosted by Mrs. 
Keene, who said she was badly injured 
and begged piteously for assistance. Mrs. 
Clappham was forced to leave Mrs. Keene 
to search for her children. She found 
both of them scalded by steam, but she 
succeeded in getting them to a place of 
safety, from which they were taken by 
the rescuers. Until today Mrs. Clappharr 
was too much prostrated to make her 
statement regarding Mrs. Keene. 

William H. Keene, husband of the 
woman now placed in the list of known 
dead, took his wife and their daughter, 
Fanny E. Keene, 2 years old, on the 
steamer City of Trenton on a pleasure 
trip. He was found crushed to death ir 
the ruins of the steamboat. The daugh- 
ter was terribly burned and scalded and 
the hospital physicians say she cannot 
recover. 

With the death of the daughter, the 
entire Keene family will be. wiped out of 
existence. Mr. Keene was.the superin- 
tendent of a large Philadelphia dairy.

“Somewhat lower quotations for wheat are 
not surprising, in view of the general ten- 
dency to increase estimates of the crop far 
beyond the quantity indicated by official figures 
of condition. Another weakening influence is 
the slight decline of exports below the record 
breaking movement in the firet two weeks 
of August, Shipments for the week, however 
were still phenomenal, aggregating 6,307,302 
bushels, compared with 2,802,567 last vear 
and 3,179,917 in 1899. Moreover, this gain 
occurred despite the interruption to shipments 
from the Pacific coast by the strike of grain 
handlers, These figures of exports omit the 
movement from Canadian ports, usually 1in- 
cluded in other records and causing confusion 
as to the ‘Actual state of domestic trade. With 
a yield of 50,000,000 bushels in Manitoba, 
these shipments from the dominion are falling 
little short of a million bushels weekly, 


“Corn is stubbornly firm, though Atlantic ex- 
ports for the week were but 407,450 bushels, 
against 2,867,158 a year ago and 4,078.605 
in 1899, while western receipts were 3,424,- 
886 bushels, compared with 2,123,817 last 
year, indicating that. farmers are content to 
market their surplus at current prices. 

“August opened with the commercial esky 
overcast by storm cleuds that threatened se- 
rious injury to the steel industry, while drought 
in the southwest aroused pessimistic predictions 
that business was on the verge of a severe 
setback, Thousands of idle .strikers, together 
with a profitless season in agricultural regions, 
meant inactivity in manufacturing, trade and 
transportation, according to the prophets of 
evil. Instead of these calamitous conditions, 
however, the month ends with a horizon that 
is almost clear, and each day resumption of 
work at an idle mill adds to the productive 
capacity, while cancelled orders for merchan- 
dise from dealers in the drought section are 
rapidly reinstated, After many years of stead- 
ily increasing prosperity the farming popula- 
tlon can face moderate ines with equanimity, 

‘Jobbers and manufacturers report that or- 
ders for fall goods have exceeded any pre- 
vious year, with noticeable demand for the bet- 
ter grades, and there is a definite measure of 
active trade in bank exchanges at this city, 
74.0 per cent larger than in the same week 
last year and 20.5 above 1899, while at other 


} trading cities the increase is 36.2 and 25.0 


per cent respectively. 

“Although scarcity of freight cars holds 
back a large tonnage, railway earnings thus 
far reported for August show a gain of 12.] 
per cent over last year and 23.6 over 1899. 

“Quotations of steel products are still nom- 
inal owing to the difficulty experienced in ve- 
curing prompt delivery. It is estimated that 
not more than 20 per cent of the steel com- 
pany’s capacity has been stopped by the strike, 
and this proportion daily decreases. Consum- 
ers of tin plate have secured supplies abroad 
so that their work is. not badly handicapped, 
and while it is to be deplored that American 
capital and wage earners will lose the profit 
of this business, it is fortunate that other 
industries are not disturbed. 

‘Footwear shops continue iff splendid position 
and the demand for leather is large at weil 
maintained prices, Hides are sharing the im- 
provement, with higher prices and activity at 
the weat, 

‘‘Woolen mills are crowded with orders, even 
the smaller concerns participating, and the 
wool market {fs steady despite weakness abroad, 

‘‘Both raw rubber and silk are strong, bearing 
witness to the better conditions in these in- 
dustries,

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SEETHING MASS 
OF REBELLION 


So the Conditions in Cape 
Colony Are De- 
scribed. 


BOERS ARE BEING GIVEN 
HELP FROM ALL SIDES 


Portion of the Colony Never Before 
Disturbed Has Been Invaded. 
Alleged That Kitchener 
Blames the Government 
for Conditions. 


YWendon, August 81.—Some interesting 
lights are thrown on the South Afri- 
can war by advices published today. A 
ispatch from Cape Town to The Daily 
Mail indicates that Scheeper’s commando 
-has row moved to the southwest and in- 
lvaded a part of Cape Colony previous- 
ly undisturbed by the Boers, while more 
[severe restrictions have been imposed 
with the object of preventing communica- 
tion between Cape Town and the newly 
disturbed areas. 

The Cologne Gazette’s correspondent in 
Cape Town declares that the entire Cape 
Colony is a “seething mass of disorder 
and alarm.” He asserts also that the 
Boers are receiving support from all 
sides. 

Edgar Wallace, writing to The Daily 
Mail, expresses a decided opinion that Lord 
Kitchener’s banishment proclamation will 
not result in the surrender of a single 
independent commandant, and that much 
severer penalties are needed, the only 
useful policy being vigorous military 
measures. 

In the early part of August a corre- 
epondent of The Mormiing Post had a long 
talk with Lord Kitchener, in which he 
gathered that “it is not Lord Kitchener 
but the government that is to blame for 
many of the present evils.”’ 

Lord Kitchener, it seems, complained 
that the home government continually 
worried him about trivial details, ‘‘mere- 
ly to reply to parliamentary heckling,” 
and that this compelled him to enforce a 
strict censorship over telegrams, although 
personally he objected to the present sys- 
tem. He said he thought correspondents 
ought to be given greater liberty, and to 
| be made responsible for their statements. 
He avoided expressing any opinion about 
the “approaching end-of the war,” and 
dissuaded the correspondent from speak- 
ing concerning it. 

Both The Morning Post and The Stand- 
ard give information as to the concentra- 
tion camps and confirm the reports of 
very heavy mortality there, especially 
among the children in July. This is said 
to be “largely due to the ignorance and 
insanitary habits of the Boers,’’ but con- 
ditions are rapidly changing. At the be- 
ginning of August there were 100,000 per- 
eons in the concentration camps. :

FRANCO-TURKISH EMBROGLIO. 


France Will Postpone Active Meas- 
ures of Coercion. 

Paris, August 30.—The Franco-Turkish 
Situation remains unchanged. It is 
understood that the French government 
will take no active measures to coerce 
the sultan until after the czar’s visit to 
France, in order that nothing may occur 
to mar the festivities attending that 
event. 

Munir Bey, Turkish ambassador to 
France, who is residing in Switzerland, 
has made a fiying trip to Paris to have 
an interview with M. Constans,' the 
French ambassador to Turkey. He ¢ame 
incognito, in order to avoid being handed 
his passports. What transpired at the 
interview is not known, but it is believed 
it will lead to a modification of the situa- 
tion. 

The fete planned in honor of the anni- 
versary of the accession of Abdul Hamid 
II, which it was intended to give at the 
Turkish embassy today, has been cancel- 
ed. The minister of war, General Andre, 
withdrew the permission enabling a mili- 
tary orchestra to participate in the cele- 
bration.

To Secure Additional Facilities 


TO RELIEVE THE MAIN OFFICE 


By the Establishment of Another 
Sub-Station—Department Will 
Take Up Question. 


Washington, August 30.—(Special.)— 
rtepresentative Lon Livingston has re- 
turned to Washington from his home in 
Georgia, where he has been for the past 
two weeks fighting to ward off a threat- 
ened return of the illness which attacked 
him .so violently two months ago. His 
presence here at this time is due to the 
fact that the industrial commission, of 
which he is a member, meets in this city 
next Tuesday to make up its final report 
to congress.

Be Established in Connection 
with Ship-Buildirg Scheme. 
Thousands of Acres Purchased 

in New Jersey in Pur- 
suance of Scheme.

New York, August 30.—The filing of a 
mortgage for $7,500,000 by the Bethlehem 
Steel Company with the register of Hud- 
son county, New Jersey, stating that 
securities deposited thereunder included 
5,565 acres of land on the Hackensack 
meadows, brought to light a very impor- 
tant feature of the big Anglo-American 
steel .deal which is now in process of 
formation. 

It furnishes for the first time a correct 
clew to the capitalists who are to de- 
velop the meadows on an enormous scale 
by. the establishment of a ship building 
plant, immense docks and possibly a belt 
line railroad, which will conveniently 
connect with all the trunk lines now en- 
tering Jersey City and Hoboken. 

In searching for further information 
about the project for utilizing the mead- 
Ows some new points in regard to the 
Bethlehem-Vickers-Maxim deal were ob- 
tained. In spite of denials it was offi- 
cially stated today that the combination 
will go through and the details of the 
big new company have already been 
agreed on. 

It can also be announced that it is the 
intention of this combination to build 
another large steel plant in this country, 
in addition to the Bethlehem plant, to 
be used chiefly for manufacture of armor 
plates for warships, which will be the 
specialty of the new company. 

Where the new plant will be located it 
is impossible to state at this time, but it 
will, presumably, be somewhere within 
easy reach of the mining regions. In ad- 
dition to this armor plant, possibly in 
Pennsylvania, it is understood that a 
great ship building plant will be located 
on the Hackensack meadows, which are 
regarded as a very convenient location 
for such an enterprise. 

As to why the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany should have bought so much land in 
this vicinity it was explained today by 
one who is familiar with the steel deal 
that J. Pierpont Morgan is the prime 
factor in the scheme, and it was con- 
venient to place the ownership of the 
land in such hands. The _ railroads in 
which Mr. Morgan is interested, including 
the Reading, Jersey Central and Erie, 
wil, at no distant date, want a large 
amount of terminal property not too far 
away from Jersey City and the Hacken- 
sack land will meet their requirements 
perfectly.

ATLANTA, GA., August 31, 1901. 
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A Season of Plenty Ahead. 

For spot middling cotton Atlanta is 
paying 8 cents. 

The New York future quotations 
show, for September, 7.90; for Octo- 
ber, 7.96; for November, 7.96; for De- 
cember, 8, and for January, 8.01. A 
slight drop for February leads us up 
to the apex in March, at 8.04. 

What do these figures mean? What 
lesson do they convey? ‘What are their 
possibilities? 

Looked at from the most unfavora- 
ble light for the farmer, the incom- 
ing crop will be sold at 8 cents per 
pound. There may be vicissitudes of 
trade and Providence, small drops 
from this figure, but in nine cases out 
of ten the chances are that the change 
will be upward. In fact, the opening 
of the Chinese market, which is not 
yet fully accomplished, to say noth- 
ing of the abundant home and Euro- 
pean demand, must have a tendency 
to higher prices. 

But taking the market as it is, there 
is assured to the cotton grower prac- 
tically 8 cents this year. Two years 
ago the farmer faced the coming sea- 
son with 651-2 in prospect, but little 
hope of 6, and the prospect was 
gloomy indeed. By a _ well-directed 
campaign, in which The Constitution 
led, Neillism was overthrown and 6 
cents led to 7, 7 to 8, and even 9 and 10 
reigned at times. This was not the 
effect of artificial causes, but was the 
assertion of the internal strength of 
the product itself. That year was fol- 
lowed by another, in which, under 
very unfavorable market conditions, 
the price of cotton held its own. Now 
we are vouchsafed a third year of eood 
prices, the result of which must be to 
strengthen the south in her new com- 
mercial attitude. As already stated, 
there is no power on earth by which 
the present strength of the cotton 
market can be seriously shaken, but 
there are many reasons .why even 
higher prices may prevail. 

The meaning of this minimum price 
for the cotton crop of the present year 
is fully as important to the nation at 
large as to the south in particular. 

A 10,000,000-bale crop at 8 cents per 
pound means $400,000,000 for the sta- 
ple. An item of such size cannot be 
localized—its influence must be felt all 
over the continent. 

The by-products of cotton will call 
for at least $100,000,000, making in all 
for raw material $500,000,000. 

Immense as is this draft made upon 
the gold of the world by the south, it 
does not include the manufactured 
values. One-third of this crop is now 
manufactured in the United States, be- 
ing turned into produc. worth $399,- 
000,000, of which about $160,000,000 is 
earned by southern cotton mills. 

That makes the combined cotton 
earnings in the south $660,000,000, be- 
sides furnishing the opportunity for 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and oth- 
er states to earn $399,000,000. Thus 
New England alone makes almost as 
much out of our product as do the till- 
ers by whom it is produced. 

What a royal plant is this product 
of the south, which is the backbone of 
our national trade, and which now 
promises to overcome the united val- 
ues of every other item on the ex- 
portation sheet. These figures should 
convince the people of the south that 
they not only live in the favoréd sec- 
tion, but enjoy the favored gift of 
Providence. They should pin their 
faith to the country in which they live, 
and take advantage of the wealth 
within their reach. 

A section in which there is $660,000,- 
000 for distribution from one year’s 
crop of one staple cannot fail to be 
progressive. This money goes back to 
the farmer, following him into every 
nook of the southern states. It gives 
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from farm to market place, from mar- 
ket place to metropolis, must be im- 
mense. Two years ago we saw the ef- 
fect of it in the clearing away of debt, 
and one year ago it emptied the sup- 
ply houses to equip the farm, besides 
going into cotton mills and other in- 
dustrial investments. Thus free of debt 
and equipped for business, the people 
of the south, with $660,000,000 cash in 
pocket, will be the most prolific buy- 
ers of the union. They will stand in 
time as the richest agricultural com- 
munity in the world. 

The Constitution congratulates the 
south upon this magnificent prospect, 
coming after so many years of de- 
privation. Georgia fares well in the 
division, profiting by not less than 
$40,000,000 in combined lint and fab- 
ric, 
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The Governors Should Attend. 

The people of the mountain counties 
forming the junction of North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Georgia have 
united im an effort to draw attention 
to their resources and to interest other 
communities in them. For this pur- 
pose there has been organized the Blue 
Ridge and Tallulah Palls exposition, 
to be held in the town of Tallulah 
Falls, Ga., beginning September 17. 

The section thus indicated, rich in 
woods and minerals, and adapted to 
the support of several million people, 
happens to have been neglected be- 
cause of remoteness from trunk lines 
of travel, as well as from the political 
centers of the states named. By natu- 
ral affiliation the neighborhood feeling 
has been as strong as that of state, 
and the fact that state lines have been 
broken down in this effort to get to- 
gether shows the intense earnestness 
of the people. They demand recogni- 
tion, and have united to obtain it. 
They have called upon the governors 
of the three states to be present in or- 
der that the more importance may be 
given the occasion. Governor Candler, 
of Georgia, has already agreed to be 
present. Governor Aycock, of North 
Carolina, and Governor McSweeney, of 
South Carolina, have also been in- 
vited, and both will no doubt accept. 

To understand the importance of 
this movement to the three states 
named, a glance over the map may be 
necessary. In the effort to penetrate 
this section, a branch line leaves the 
Southern as it passes through Oconee 
county, South Carolina, and has its 
terininus in Walhalla. Oconee is one 
of the most thrifty counties of that 
state, having a sturdy population of 
German ancestry. From Cornelia, in 
Georgia, another road debouches to 
Tallulah Falls. Both these roads are 
to be extended to the north toward 
Franklin, in Macon county, North 
Carolina. This will secure the united 
opening of 120 miles of splendid min- 
eral and agricultural land, developing 
an area large enough for a state, and 
leading to further railroad connec- 
tions by which this new country will 
be opened to enterprise and exploita- 
tion. It will thus be seen that Gov- 
ernor McSweeney will find a project of 
vast importance to South Carolina in 
the opening up of Oconee county; that 
Governor Aycock will find the same 
true of North Carolina, in the develop- 
ment of Macon and Clay counties, and 
the entrance into his state of two new 
railroads. As for Governor Candler, 
he has already passed wpon_ the 
emergency of the occasion. 

The managers of the exposition de- 
serve every assistance in the work 
they have undertaken. It is patriotic 
as well as enterprising. 


Senator Tillman’s Speech. 


Senator Tillman was prevented by 
accident from delivering his speech 
the other day, but he reached a much 
wider audience through the columns 
of The News and Courter. 

-The senator has the faculty of sen- 
sational expression, which brings to 
him much criticism not justified by 
his real meaning. He does not escape 
this fate in the speech printed, though 
his purpose is plain enough to those 
who do not want to misunderstand him 
anyway. Senator McLaurin has been 
claiming the support of the mill men, 
and incidentally has spoken of the 
operatives as though taoeir votes were 
certain. The attempt to claim the 
votes of laborers because of the friend- 
ship of the masters challenged the re- 
ply from Senator Tillman that the 
time had not arrived in South Caroli- 
na when votes could be delivered as 
they are in Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts. He announced to the mill 
men that if they were ready for such 
a campaign he was. 

It is not to be supposed that the 
mill] men of South Carolina are taking 
any such excessive interest in politics 
as indicated by Senator McLaurin, 
and that being the case Senator Till- 
man will not be under the necessity of 
bringing out his pitchfork. 


Southarn Women as Charmers. 

James Whitcomb Riley, the Hoosier 
poet, who has recently been sojourn- 
ing in the south, has developed quite 
an enthusiastic admiration for the 
women of this section, and in view of 
the fact that he is an unmarried man. 
there is no telling what the result 
may be. 

Qn returning to Indianapolis sev- 
eral days ago Mr. Riley was approach- 
ed upon the subject of his southern 
visit and in response he dwelt at some 
length upon the various phases of 
southern progress which had come 
under his observation, but he reserved 
his warmest adjectives for what he 
had to say of southern women. In 
partial explanation of the charm 
which they threw around him he of- 
fers this solution: 

“IT think the reason southern women 
have such deliciously soft voices may 
be traced to the deference of the men. 
Southern men look upon their women 
as angels. 

“When a southern man’s wife or 
daughter begins to talk she doesn’t 
have to yell for the purpose of attract- 
ing his attention or getting him to 
stop his story and give her a chance. 
When a southern woman speaks the 
southern man is silent and attentive. 
He listens to her words as if they were 
honey dropping to his lips. This at- 
titude of respect upon the part of the 
man for the woman, which seems to be 
universal through the south, makes 
the southern woman the gentle, sweet- 
voiced creature that she is.” 

Mr. Riley went on to say that the 


only creatures.on. earth to: whom: the 
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women of the south could be com- 
pared were the women of the north, 
but he doubtless made this prudent 
addition to save his scalp. Mr. Riley 
is not the first visitor to this section 
who has recognized the charms of dur 
southern women. In the production 
of fair women the south excels the 
world. 
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‘“‘Keeping History Straight.” 

It is to be regretted that certain 
democratic journals, professing great 
interest in harmony, do not give bet- 
ter evidence of it in their treatment of 
democratic leaders who have never de- 
serted the party standard. 

This paragraph is to be found in 
The Washington Post: 


“Bryan was never a democrat,”’ “Bryan 
is a populist,” “Bryan has no sympathy 
with the principles of the democratic 
party."”” Those expressions are fair aver- 
age samples of comments that are cur- 
rent in the editorial columns of several 
democratic newspapers that stood by and 
with and for Mr. Bryan as the presi- 
dential candidate of the democratic party. 

When, in 1896, the bolting democrats de- 
clared that Mr. Bryan was not a demo- 
crat; that he was a populist; that he had 
no sympathy with democratic principles, 
The Post reminded them that it was the 
exclusive province of the democratic na- 
tional convention to decide what prin- 
ciples and policies were democratic; that 
the Chicago convention had performed 
that duty honestly, and that, therefore, 
it was they and not Mr. Bryan and his 
followers who had discarded the demo- 
cratic faith. 

Again, in 1900, when the Chicago plat- 
form was reaffirmed and the democratic 
national convention had unanimously re- 
nominated Mr. Bryan, the bolting demo- 
crats brought the old charge of infidelity 
again, and The Post again reminded 
them that the court of last resort, the 
national convention, had decided adverse- 
ly to their contentions. 

But now it is the Bryan papers, or some 
of them, at least—papers which only a 
year ago were seemingly proud to glorify 
the Nebraska statesman as “‘our peerless 
leader,”’ that are trying to brand him as 
a heretic, a veteran propagator of false 
doctrine, and to cast him forth into the 
outer darkness of populism. 

While The Post maintains the de- 
mocracy of Mr. Bryan by inference, it 
does so while creating the impression 
that there are tnose prominent in the 
party, his previous supporters, who 
have so changed their views as to de- 
clare that “Bryan was never a demo- 
crat—Bryan is a populist.” If The 
Post had been fair enough to say that 
the quotation was from The Chicago 
Chronicle, it would have been under- 
stood that the source has never been 
friendly to Mr. Bryan, and that its 
support during the campaign was not 
of a character to gain votes. The Post 
might almost as well quote The New 
York Times as a former friend of the 
late candidate. 

Such a campaign as this will hardly 
benefit those responsible for it. Mr. 
Bryan is a private citizen, entitled to 
just that consideration in party coun- 
cils that his work wins for him. This 
cannot be lessened by unfair criti- 
cism. 
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The Ginseng Root. 

Many of our readers will probably 
be surprised to know that the ginseng 
root is quite an important item on the 
list of our exported agricultural] prod- 
ucts; and another interesting fact in 
connection with this commodity is 
that almost the entire output is ex- 
ported to China. 

Last year our foreign shipments of 
ginseng aggregated 160,900 pounds. 
valued at $833,710. This year our ex- 
ports will be even larger. 

Though ginseng is produced in large 
quantities in Asiatic countries, the 
Chinese are such firm believers in the 
efficacy of the root that they stand 
ready to purchase the world's entire 
output. Our American ginseng is not 
quite as good perhaps as Asiatic gin- 
seng, but it nevertheless suits the pur- 
poses of the Chinese and they pay for 
it in large quantities at the rate of $5 
per pound. 

Strange to say, the ginseng root pos- 
sesses no medgcinal qualities which our 
best American physicians have been 
able to discover, unless it be that it 
possesses certain tonic effects; but the 
Chinese use it for nearly all the ilis 
of the flesh, and the reason why they 
put so much faith in it and attribute 
to it so many marvellous cures is that 
when it comes from the ground it is 
forked in shape and bears some slight 
resemblance to the human form, 

Several years ago the ginseng root 
was quite plentiful in this country, 
but the demands of the Coinese upon 
our sources of supply have become so 
heavy of late that'the product is now 
becoming rather scarce. Farmers have 
undertaken to cultivate it, but with- 
out success, and eventually it will dis- 
appear entirely. 


TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS.

The saving 
on freight is not the only, and perhaps 
not the most, valuable item in the many 
advantages to our commerce the regular 
operation of a boat line between Cairo 
and Chattanooga will bring. This saving 
is considerable. It amounts to many 
thousands of dollars in a year, and it will 
enlarge as the river trade develops. 

‘But, as we see the matter, the great 
gain the boat line will finally bring to 
the city’s commerce is the opening up of 
an entirely new fleld to our merchants 
and manufacturers, a field that can be 
reached and cultivated more thoroughly 
by a boat line than by any other means. 


Why not the Chattahoochee for Atlan- 
ta? The clearing up of a few obstructions 
would open the way to the gulf. Millions 
might be required, but these millions are 
going anyway, and might as well come to 
the Chattahoochee. 


Why Men Do Not Fear Law. 

The Picayune, speaking of New Orleans, 
says: 

“When it is known that a majority of 
the men one meets are armed, there is 
an excuse for those who meet and deal 
with the armed men to put pistols in 
their own pockets. It may set down 
as a fact that every man, white and 
black, in New Orleans, who is of ques- 
tionable reputation, habitually goes 
armed, and they do it with impunity, be- 
lieving with good reason that they will 
eagape arrest unless they are taken in 
the act of violent assault, and that, should 
the public exhibition of deadly weapons 
be called in question, they will get off 
with a trifling fine. It is not strange that 
they laugh at the law. Nor is it strange 
that this condition of affairs should drive 
men who would not otherwise go armed 
to load themselves with weapons. This 
is the situation, and it is ay due to 
the neglect of those who. should enforce 
the laws.

That the existing conditions will ‘wreck 
the country” ig doubtful: that they are 
impending and jowering “‘our civilization,” 
and even making it a hiss and byword on 
occasions, is beyond question; that they 
will always continue in kind and work to 
the injury of both races, in some import- 
ant ways and degrees, is as certain. 
There is no sure and adequate remedy but 
the separation of the two races, and 
their existence and development each in 
its own country. as nature intended. They 
should never have been brought together 
in the same territory. 

“And if it is a fact that the negro will 
rot let white women alone. then white 
men owe it to their manhood and honor 
to get rid of them.” There fs no answer- 
Ing that stern challenge! No argument 
of indifference or expediency can be op- 
posed to it for an instant! 

Ana if the white man will only open the 
way for their departure, “millions of the 
black race will go” back to their own 
land—willingly and gladiv. It is a fair 
promise; and it comes from a leader of 
their race. He ought to know whereof he 
speaks It would be wise and well to put 
his assertion to the test. ‘There is an ir- 
resistible conflict between whites and 
blacks that nothing but separation can 
reconcile and end."" Let them be separat- 
ed, in the name of our “manhood and 
honor,”’ of our womanhood and our civi- 
ization; ang the sooner the better. We 
have @elayed far too long already.

The lessees, of course, came to these 
terms, and that is what they are paving 
the state todav. In addition to this, thev 
feed the convicts and pay for the guard- 
ing and all other necessary expenses. 
Georgia gets only about $8 per month for 
each convict. and has to pay for the 
guarding and medical services. The pres- 
ent Georgia contract has nearly four 
vears longer to run.

For 
some time past preparations have been 
made and reinforcements added to the 
hoisting apparatus, so that the accident 
which occurred at the first attempt to lift 
the big beam may not be repeated. Addi- 
tional rigging and tackle have been ar- 
ranged and the ginpole placed on a firmer 
foundation to prevent its sinking into 
the ground under the great weight as on 
the previous occasion. 

Mr. Wilkins intends to place both gird- 
ers today, first the one on the east side, 
after which the ginpole and tackle will 
be moved over to the other side of the 
structure and the west girder then put 
up. The increased facilities which have 
been provided for handling the great 
weight are expected to render the opera- 
tion a very simple affair. Everything 
is booked to go off smoothly, with no 
sensational or spectacular features. 

Two engines will be used instead of 
one, as before, furnishing sufficient power 
to accomplish the work quickly. Each 
of the girders weighs 67,000 pounds. They 
are the heaviest weights ever lifted in 
Atlanta. The failure of the first attempt 
to place them was due to a trifling acc!- 
dent to the rigging, causing other breaks, 
which it has taken some time to repair. 

After the girders are placed work on 
the viaduct will proceed with redoubled 
rapidity. The sidewalks across the cen- 
ter span will be laid at once to provide a 
cross-town passage for pedestrians over 
the structure instead of under it, as at 
present. October 1 is the date set for 
completion of the contract. Mr. Wil- 
kins expects to finish the work on time. 

Something in the air around the big 
girder down by the tracks yesterday af- 
ternoon gave warning that the . moving 
was on the eve of taking place. Some 
workmen adjusted a bit of the tackle and 
a few curious onlookers suspected that 
the hoisting was to be done then, even 
at that late hour, 6 o’clock. It was a 
false alarm. The work will not begin 
until 8 o'clock this morning. and it will 
probably take most of the dav. 

As a spectacular affair the raising of 
girders, as was observed on the previous 
occasion, is wholly lacking in interesting 
features. It is simply a very clumsy me- 
chanical feat requiring but the crudest 
implements.

Consents To Make Race When 
Uiged by Neighbors 


WAS TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


West End Citizens Held Meeting and 
Agreed Unanimously That He 
Should Stand for Election, 
and Wouldn’t Take 
“No” for Answer. 


Yielding to the earnest solicitation of 
his neighbors, Captain Evan P. Howell 
yesterday morning consented to be a can- 
didate for council from the seventh ward. 

At a meeting of fully fifty of the repre- 
sentative voters of West End, held in the

TO INTERSTATE TRAFFIC 


Not While Ut Is in Transit but 
on Arrival at tts Qes- 
ination, 


TERRELL GIVES OPINION 
TO RAILROAD COMMISSION 


Case of Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf 
Against Georgia Northern Is 
Argued—Opinion Asked as 
to Responsibility for 
Closing Offices. 


Attorney General J. M. Terrell holds 
that interstate freight traffic, after the 
work of transportation has been complet- 
ed and the freight is practically in the 
ware house, is subject to the rules of 
the state railroad commission. 

This opinion was given to the railroad 
commission yesterday in the case brought 
by George M. Brooks against the Georgia 
railroad. The case was not heard by 
the commission yesterday on account of 
the fact that Major Joseph B. Cumming, 
of Augusta, representing the Georgia 
road, asked for a postponement until such 
time as the full commission shotld be 
present. Judge Spencer R. Atkinson 
was absent from the meeting, having 
gone west on account of ris health As 
the question in this case is purely a 
legal one, Major Cumming desired Judge 
Atkinson’s presence as well as that of 
the other commissioners. 

This case is considered one of the most 
important, so far as the rules and regu- 
lations of the commission are concerned, 
that has come up in some time. Brooks 
had a car of oats shipped from the west 
to Macon. At Macon the Georgia rail- 
road charged and collected demurrage on 
it amounting to about $12, without giving 
the consignee notice of its arrival. The 
rules of the commission require thet no- 
tice be given before demurrage can be 
charged. The road, in this instance, 
claimis that this being interstate business, 
it is not required to give such notice. 

The matter was submitted to the attor- 
ney general for a legal .opinion, and, as 
stated, he decided that the rules of the 
commission do not apply to interstate 
business so long as it is in charge of the 
railroads and in transit. But when the 
freight arrives at its destination, an) to 
all intents and purposes is in the ware 
house, he holds that it then becomes 
subject to the commission's rules. Based 
on this opinion, in the case in questipn, 
notice should have been given of the ar- 
rival of the freight before demurrage was 
charged. 

The following paragraph from Mr. Ter- 
rell’s opinion gives its substance: 

‘The demurrage rules of the commis- 
sion are applicable to all interstate as 
well as intrastate shipments, provided the 


Hability of the railroad company relative 
to such shipments has changed from that 


-of a common carrier to that of a ware- 


house man.” (94 U. 8., 113; 143 U. 8. 517; 
163 TU’. S., 391.) 

The commission, however, has not 
passed on the matter, having postponed 
action at Major Cumming’s request until 
September 19. 

After the Georgia Northern. 

Extended arguments were made before 
the commission yesterday in the case of 
the Tifton, Thomesville and Gulf railroad 
against the Georgia Northern. 

The former road originally brought a 
complaint against the latter for refus- 
ing to receive freight from it at Moultrie 
for transportation to points on the line 
of the Georgia Northern, without the pre- 
payment of the freight. At the same 
time the Georgia Northern was accepting 
freight from the Plant system without 
such requirement. The Tifton, Thom- 
asville and Gulf claimed this was an un- 
just and an unreasonable discrimination. 
The railroad commission heard the case 
and directed the Georgia Northern to re- 
ceive freight from the Tifton, Thomas- 
ville and Gulf on the same basis on which 
it reveived it from other railroads. 

It is charged that the Georgia Northern 
violated this order of the commission, 
and that is the basis of the present case. 
The Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf is 
now seeking to make #he Georgia North- 
ern recompense it for all damage sus- 
tained by the refusal to obey the or- 
der of the commission. It asks that the 
commission require this within thirty 
days or that the Georgia Northern be 
subjected to the penalty for failure to 
abey the commission's crder, which ig 
from $1,000 to $5,000. This penalty is 
inflicted where the commission sees fit to 
have it enforced, through a suit in the 
state courts. 

The case was argued for the Georgia 
Northern by Hon..W. 8. Humphries, of 
Moultrie, and for the Tifton, Thomasville 
and Gulf by Hon. Washington Dessau, 
of Macon. It was taken under considera- 
tion and will be decided some time next 
month. 

Another Opinion Sought. 

In response to the railroad ¢commis- 
sion’s order directing the Western lUnion 
Telegraph Company to reopen certain of- 
fices on the line of the Georgia and Ala- 
bama division of the Seaboard Air Line, 
which were closed without the consent of 
the commission being first obtained, the 
telegraph company has made answer that 
tne offices were closed by the railroad 
company without its desire or consent. 
The railroad itself owned the offices, it is 
stated, and did the Western Union busi- 
ness on a commission. When the rail- 
road took its operators away and closed 
up tne offices, there was nothing that the 
company could do but submit to it. 

There ts a rule of the commission whith 
forbids the closing of a telegraph office 
at any point without the commission’‘s 
consent being first obtained. A violation 
of this rule persisted in would subject 
the company to the penalty of $1,000 to 
$5,000. The company, however, comes for- 
ward and shows that it was not respon- 
sible for the closing of the offices. 

The question is now raised in the mind 
of the commission as to the legal re- 
sponsibility in this case. The rules of 
the commission relate only to telegraph 
companies, and there is some doubt, 
therefore, whether the railroad can be 
heid responsible legally, even though it is 
entirely at fault in the matter of clog- 
ing the offices. 

The question is an interesting one and 
has been referred by the commission to 
Attorney General Terrell for an opinion. 
It will be passed on some time next 
month.

Building Inspector Refuses Petition of 
Dr. Mennish. 


CASE WILL GO TO COURTS 


Application May Be Made for a Man- 
damus To Compel the Issue of a 
Permit to Dr. Monnish. 


Regardless of the fact that he has no 
permit from the city, Dr. W. A. Monnish 
may within the next few days begin the 
erection of a house at the corner of 
Peachtree street and Forrest avenue. 

City Building Inspector Pittman yes- 
terday refused to grant a building permit 
to Dr. Monnish, and Captain James F. 
O'Neill, counsel for Dr. Monnish, stated 
to a reporter for The Constitution that 
he had not yet decided whether he would 
advise his client to start to build without 
a permit, or carry the matter into the 
courts In an effort to compel the building 
inspector to issue the necessary permit. 

Some immediate action is looked for, 
however, and the case may yet assume 
even more interesting proportions than 
heretofore. Dr. Monnish has declared that 
it was his intention to build if he had to 
carry the case through every court in 
the state, and developments are expected 
to prove of a highly entertaining charac- 
ter. 

Several days ago Captain O'Neill called 
on the city building inspector and filed a 
formal application for a permit to build 
in the name of Dr. Monnish. Early in 
the month council had refused to allow 
the building inspector to issue a permit 
which Dr. Monnish in person had peti- 
tioned _ for. 


Permit Was Refused. 

The matter took mote definite shape 
yesterday when Mr. Pittman announced 
to Captain O’Neill that he had refused 
the application. Mr. Pittman next pre- 
pared a letter setting forth his reasons 
for declining to issue the permit. and 
this was sent to Captain O'Neill during 
the afternoon. u 

This letter was as follows: 

“Hon. James F. O'Neill. attorney for 
W. A. Monnish, M. D., City—Dear Sir: In 
reference to the application for permit of 
Dr. W. A. Monnish to bujld a residence 
on the corner of Peachtree and Forrest 
avenue, I beg permission to say that. in 
view of the fact that a protest of citizens 
and adjoining neighbors having been filed 
against the permitting of the erection of 
said building and designating same as a 
private sanitarium, and in view of the 
fact that the mayor and general council 
have refused said application, and under 
an ordinance governing the erection of 
hospitals, sanitariums. ete., I feel it my 
duty to refuse said application and refer 
Same back to the general council, as pro- 
vided for in said ordinance. Respectfully. 


“City Butlding Inspector.” 

When seen in regard to the matter Cap- 
tain O'Neill had the following to say: 

“We intend taking immediate action,” 
said he, “but I have not yet decided 
whether I shall advise my client to begin 
the work of erecting his house without a 
permit, or else make application fo the 
superior court. for a mandamus to com- 
pel the city building inspector to grant 
a permit.

May Start To Build. 


Under the provisions of the Rawson 
ordinance, which was adopted by council 


‘some weeks ago, it is unlawful for any- 


one to build a hospital or private sanita- 
rium when adjacent property owners ob- 
ject, unless a permit is secured from coun- 
cil and the city building inspector. The 
ordinance contains a provision for a 
heavy penalty in any case where this 
law is not observed. 

If Dr. Monnish begins to build the house 
without a permit it may be that the 
city will direct that he or his contractor 
be arrested and tried before the recorder. 
The defendant, if fined, could pay the 
fine under protest and carry the case.to 
the superior court on a writ of certiorari. 
In this way, while the city, in the first 
instance, would be prosecutor, Dr. Mon- 
nish would appear in that position when 
the case reached the state courts. 

Dr. Monnish etates that he is deter- 
mined to have a permit and has instruct- 
ed his attorney to take the steps he 
deems necessary. It may be that the 
courts will be appealed to at once 80 as 
to obviate any delay which might result 
from the adoption of the other plan of 
procedure spoken of. 

The point in the whole case is this: 
Council has taken the stand that Dr. 
Monnish intends erecting a private sani- 
tarium and has refused him a permit, 
while Dr. Monnish contends that he oply 
desires to build a private residence, and 
thinks council has no right to prevent 
him carrying out his purpose.

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HEWITT WANTS 
REWARD MONEY 


Mlanta Detective Has a Claim 
Against Humanitarian Society, 
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PAID HIS OWN EXPENSES 


The International Council of the 
World Has Failed So Far To 
Pay Its Obligation — The 
Facts of the Case 
Are Given. 


The International Council of the World, 
with headquarters at Seattle, Wash. is 
indebted to Detective J. M. Hewitt. of At- 
lanta, in the sum of $2,600, which that 
Officer is very anxious to collect, and 
which he has so far failed to do. 

Organized for the avowed purpose of 
stopping mob violence in the south by 
holding out a reward of $500 for the ar- 
rest and conviction of every person 
guilty of the offense, it was thought that 
the International Council of the World 
would pay on demand the first clalm 
against its reward sent up from the state 
of Georgia. Nevertheless, the Interna- 
tional Council of the World is evincing 
no unusual haste in paying Detective 
Hewitt, as the opportunity to do so has 
been open since August 18. 

Detective Jim Hewitt is not a million- 
aire. Throughout the long weeks of his 
struggle with the Sterling Thompson case 
in Campbell county, where he was con- 
fronted in his search for clues with al- 
most insurmountable difficulties, the one 
thing that buoyed him up was his vision 
of the $2,600 he was to receive from the 
International Council of the World. The 
details of the murder of Sterling Thomp- 
60n, an aged negro, and the trial and 
conviction of the seven white men—Shell 
Cochran, J. A. Cochran, J. 8. Cochran, 
L. A. Hester, John McKinsie, Jim’ De- 
mooney and John Pace—are vividly re- 
called. Through the steady efforts of 
Detective Hewitt, who was employed by 
the county commissioners of Campbell, 
county to work up the case, three of the 
men above named—Shell Cochran, J. A. 
Cochran and L. A. Hester—were sent to 
the penitentiary for life, while the other 
four, who took the part of accessories, 
were given lighter sentences. The mur- 
der of Sterling Thompson occurred on the 
night of January 3, and the trial of the 
men charged with the crime took place 
at the February term of the Campbell 
court. 

Paid Expenses Himself. 

In the hope of securing the reward of- 
fered by the International Counci] of the 
World, Officer Hewitt paid out in ex- 
penses incident to the case the sum of 
$700, which he had received from the state 
of Georgia. His friends advised him that 
it would be best to go before the Inter- 
national Council with his expense account 
already settled and that in this way no 
complication could arise. Acting on this 
advice’the officer proceeded to pay out 
$642 in expenses, which amounted to prac- 
tically all the reward he received 
from Governor Candler. In view of this 
state of affairs it can be readily under- 
gtood that Detective Hewitt is anxious 
to hear from the International Cduncll 
of Seattle, Wash., which has promised 
to do so much for him. 

The officer sent forward with his claim 
strong indorsements from Governor A. D. 
Candler,’ Judge John 8. Candler and 8o- 
licitor Kimsey, while the commissioners 
of Campbell county met in a body and 
presented the detective with resolutions 
which left no ground for doubt in his 
case. 

Prior to the conviction of the Cochran 
brothers and their accomplices in Camp- 
bell county there had not been a convic- 
tion fer mob violence in Georgia in over 
thirty years. The Internutional Council 
is therefore given an opportunity to en- 
courage a display of justice which 
would be commendable in any section of 
the country. 

Just what the International Council of 
the World is and what right it possesses 
to offer a reward of $00 for every person 
convicted of mob violence remains to be 
geen. The answers received by Detective 
Hewitt to his. letters have praised him 
highly for his effictent service, but have 
been ominously silent on the subject of 
finances. 

The Atlanta officer has received replies 
from Samuel Burgett, who signs himself 
president, and from John L. Gibson, sec- 
retary, and neither of these gentlemen 
say anything about reward money. 

Detective Hewitt has by no meafis 
given up hope, although he fs at a loss to

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COTTON CLOSED AT 
A SLIGHT DECLINE 


Due to Special Repert of Journal of 
Commerce. 


OUTSIDE ORDERS WERE FEW 


The Speculatives in Chicago All 
Closed Lower—The Stock Mar- 
ket Closed Moderately Ac- 

tive and Firm. 


New York. August 30.—Cotton futures opened 
@teady with prices unchanged to 7 points 
higher on light outside buying, the bulk of 
which represented overnight accumulations of a 
wire order character. This demand was grati- 
fied by local longs who were made bearish by 
the special Journal of Commerce monthly re- 
port on crop condition, the latter showing 70.2, 
as against 77.2 by the governyient last month, 
and as against general expectations of 67 or 
68. Immediately after the call prices weak- 
ened 6 to 7 points under selling for both ac- 
counts and an unfavorabie turn in the Liverpool 
market. Buying orders from the outside were 
few and far between, while room bulls were 
content to even up and rest on their oars over 
the three days’ adjournment close at hand. 
Trading was quiet all the forenoon with the 
market rather heavy and narrow. The cables 
were about as expected at the time we opened, 
though at one time Liverpool was excited and 
up 5 to 6 points on a bad seare of shorts. 
Weather reports indicated clearing conditions 
over the central and northern portions of the 
eastern belt and pointed to cloudy conditions 
in Texas with probable rains in the eastern 
part of that state. Yet, reports of rainfall for 
the twenty-four hours failed to show any 
break in the Texas drought. Soon after mid- 
day the local market. steadied several points 
on a report that. the recount of the Liverpool 
stock showed a @ecrease of 10,000 bales, as 
compared with the official figures cabled this 
morning—395,000 bales. Then came a sharp 
setback under pit selling for profits, followed 
by a sharp rise on bulling from scalpers, Bus- 
iness was dull and reflected a smaller interest 
to be carried over the holidays than has been 
noticed in many weeks if not in many months. 
In the last half hour room scalping sales forced 
prices off to low figures of the day, The mar- 
ket was finally quiet and steady with prices net 
4 to 7 points lower. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August 30.—The market for 
spot cotton was a shade easier today, notwith- 
standing the improvement in values at Liver- 
pool, and factors are now free sellers at the 
quoted level. This complacency on their part, 
however, has not had the effect of inducing 
buyers to take hold, ani there is little trading 
being done. Offerings show a noteworthy im- 
provement, and there is now a good lot of 
desirable grades on the sample tables. Sales 
400 bales. Quotations |-16c lower. 

The volume of business transacted in the 
market for contracts was not as great as that 
of yesterday, but withal there was a -very 
good business posted and fluctuaticns were 
sufficiently wide and frequent to afford room 
traders an opportunity to share in the gen- 
eral movement. The first call showed a loss of 
10 points on September and 3 to § points on 
the remainder of the list. After the opening 
prices fluctuated over a somewhat narrow 
range, closing with a loss of 10 points on Sep- 
tamber, 8 on October and 6 to 7 points on the 
other months compared with yesterday's clos- 
ing. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August 30.—The improvement in 
volume of business this week has been main- 
tained today in cotton goods. There have been 
no changes in quotations, but the tone rules 
generally firm. Print cloths are firm for both 
marrow and odd goods. Linens are quiet with 
an occasionally easier seller. jurlaps continue 
dull and prices still tend in favor of buyers.

INITIAL STEPS ARE TAKEN 


General Assembly This Fall Will Be 
Asked To Pass a Charter Amend- 
ment Which Will Forever 
Settle Fate of City’s 
Plant.

Acting upon the suggestion of Judge 
George Hillyer, president of the board of 
water commissioners, the city finance 
committee yesterday agreed to take steps 
to have council ask the legislature to 
pass a charter amendment which would 
prevent the sale of the Atlanta water 
works at any time. 

Councilman Rawson, chairman of the 
finance committee and acting for that 
body, sent a letter to City Attorney May- 
son requesting him to include in the pub- 
lished notices of charter ameridments an 
appropriate item covering this particular 
matter. 

When the request of the water board 
that council give to it the earnings of 
the department each year for five years 
so that the system might be enlarged 
was up for consideration Councilman 
Kontz, a member of the finance commit- 
tee, stated he feared that there might be 
men slipped into council with the avowed 
intention of selling the water works sys- 
tem to parties who, he said, might now 
have their eyes on the plant. 

“Well,” said Alderman LaHatte, ‘if 
they do they'll get the shotgun tregt- 
ment.’’ 

It was this discussion which led up to 
the suggestion made by President Hill- 
yer, of the water board. He said there 
should be a charter amendment passed 
which would effectually put at rest any 
question as to the fate of the system. 

“The door should be locked and the key 
thrown away,’ was the way in which he 
summed up the matter. 

The committee, in executive session, 
agreed to adverse the petition of the 
water board that the rents from the 
water works be turned over to the de- 
partment for the purpose of extending 
and improving the system. The commit- 
tee decided that it would be inadvisable 
to do so at this time, but will recommend 
that other finance committees give the 
department such sums as the income of 
the city will warrant. 

The committee also reported adversely 
on the proposition to sell certain property 
on Hemphill avenue for the benefit of 
the water works department. During the 
meeting the contract for supplying the 
city departments with feed stuffs was 
awarded to W. L. & W. M. Fain.

RESIGNATION IS ACCEPTED 


Governor Candler Acts Promptly on 
Sanford’s Telegram. 


FLOYD TO HAVE AN ELECTION 


County Commissioners Will Appoint 
a Tax Collector To Serve Until 
Election Is Held. 


Upon his return to the city yesterday 
Governor Candler promptly accepted the 
resignation of Tax Collector V. T. San- 
ford, of Floyd county, which was sent 
by wire, reaching Atlanta the night be- 
fore. 

There was no doubt that the resigna- 
tion would be promptly accepted. An ef- 
fort was made a few days ago to get the 
governor not to take any action in the 
matter at the present time, as hoves 
were expressed that the differences be- 
tween Mr. Sanford and the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty Company, his 
Surety, would be settled. 

Governor Candler, as was stated in 'The 
Constitution yesterday, informed the at- 
torneys for Mr. Sanford .that he could 
not do this, and that Mr. Sanford must 
resign within forty-eight hours or he 
would have to remove him from office. 
Mr. Sanford, after a consultation with 
his friends, wired his resignation to the 
governor, which was accepted as stated. 

The county commissioners of Floy4 
county will now have to appoint a tax col- 
lector to serve until an election can be 
held. Sixty days’ notice of an election 
must be given, so it will be at least two 
months, and perhaps longer, before the 
election is held. In the meantime, it is 
stated, numerous candidates are _ spring- 
ing up in Floyd, and the race will prob- 
ably be a lively one. 

It is said that Tax Collector Sanford’s 
total indebtedness to the state and county 
will not come under $40,000.

Council Committee Considers 
Claims Against City, 


VIADUCT WAS RESPONSIBLE 


Claimants Allege That Their Bus- 
iness Had) Been Damaged on 
Account of Building New 
Bridge Over Whitehall 
Street Crossitig. - 


Claims for damages against the city 
aggregating many thousands of dollars 
alleged to have resulted to merchants on 
Whitehall and Peachtree streets on ac- 
count of the building of the viaduct were 
considered by the claims committee of 
council yesterday afternoon. Attorneys 
representing six claimants were heard, 
but the committee took no action on any 
of the papers. 

The committee was in session for more 
than two hours and the committee room 
had the appearance of a court in full 
blast. The members of the committee 
present were Councilman Malvern Hill, 
chairman, and Councilman W. M. Terry. 
City Attorney James L. Mayson met with 
the committee. 

EKiseman & Weil was represented by 
Attorney John B. Goodwin, A. M. Rein- 
hardt was represented by Attorney James 
F. O'Neill, Sid Holland and Manson Wil- 
son were represented by Attorney James 
W. Austin, Hammack Drug Company 
was represented by Attorney P. F. Smith 
and Marcus Bros. was represented by At- 
torney R. B. Blackburn. 

Considerable expert testimony was 
brought out during the hearing. Real 
estate men and property owners gave 
their opinions as to the value of leases 
and the usual form of court procedure 
was observed throughout. It is expected 
that the committee will have no report to 
make to council next Monday afternoon, 
as there are other claims of a similar 
character which have been filed during 
the past week, and these will doubtless 
be considered before a report is prepared 
by the committee. 

Luck May Yet Get Money. 

During the meeting the old claim of 
Patrolman A. D. Luck came up for con- 
sideration and it may be that in the end 
he will get his money. The case is an 
interesting one and has been  0before 
council for more than a year. 

When West End was a municipality it 
had a police department. Officer Luck, 
who is now a member of the Atlanta po- 
lice department, wag one of the most 
valued guardians of the peace in the su- 
burban city. In those days it was cus- 
tomary for the city government of West 
End to hold back $10 each month out of 
the salaries of its patrolmen. 

At the end of a year this amounted to 
$120 and was paid to each policeman, 
provided there was no cause for com- 
plaint on account of his work during the 
twelve months. Then West End was in- 
corporated into Atlanta and became the 
seventh ward. 

When this incorporation took place 
Officer Luck had $50 to his credit as a re- 
sult of this custom which obtained in the 
police department of West End. For five 
months prior to the annexation of the 
present seventh ward $10 had been with- 
held from his salary for each month. 

He thinks he is entitled to receive this 
money and filed a claim with the city 
clerk for the $50. The committee has 
taken the matter under advisement and 
will make a report on the claim to coun- 
cil.

LYLE FOUND IN ALABAMA 


Man Wanted for Murder Has Been 
Arrested. 


CHOKED A WOMAN TO DEATH 


Arrest of Henry B .Lyle, Who Killed 
Maggie Rogers, a Negro Woman, 
Is Believed To Be Certain. 


The chief of police received a telegram 
last night from Flomaton, Ala., stating 
that Henry B. Lvle, the white man who 
killed Maggie Rogers, a negro woman, 
in Atlanta, had been caught at that place. 
. The telegram was positive in its state- 
ment, .and asked Chief Ball to send an 
officer for the prisoner at once. 

An officer will be sent to Flomaton on 
the first train this morning. 

Lyle killed Maggie Rogers on the night 
of August 13, at No. 18 Horton street, 
and the negroes in that locality have not 
ceased to discuss the fact that there were 
two number thirteens in the affair. 

On July 25 Lyle came to Atlanta with 
Maete Rogers and they were arrested by 
the polidée. Lyle gave a fictitious name 
but was recognized by Captain Jennings. 
He was fined $580.75 and went to the stock- 
ade. After working there a few days, 
money was sent from his relatives at 
Athens to pay the fine. The money was 
returned, and Lyle released by his fine 
being remitted, he promising to behave 
himself. 

He had been out of the stockade only 
two days when he killed the woman be- 
cause she would not live with him again. 

Maggie Rogers was a good looking mu- 
latto girl, 16 years of age. She and Lyie 
had come here frcm Macon. After their 
arrest she decided to go back to her 
mother. Lula Rogars, at No. 13 Horton 
street, and she told Lyle that she would 
not live with him again. He told her 
if she did not go with him he would 
kill her. This was the night before the 
murder. , 

On the evening of August 13 Lula Rog- 
ers missed her daughter from her room 
and looking out of a window that opened 
into the back vard she heard a scuffling. 
In the yard she found her daughter dead, 
and saw Lyle running off in the dark- 
ness. 

The coroner held an inquest and placed 
the crime on Lyle. A few days ago 
the grand jury indicted him for murder. 

But Lyle had made good his escape, 
After having choked his victim to death 
with his bare hands, he fled and could 
not be found. 

It is believed the right man has been 
arrested in Alabama, and if this proves 
true, Lyle will be brought back and tried 
for murder. 

Lyle belongs to one of the best families 
in north Georgia, but a wild and dissipat- 
ed life brought to him ruin and his 
present serious trouble.
